He was heavier, 
stronger looking and his outlook 
was the best when I visited him 
this week. 
The smile was there, a television 
set was there and the trapeze over 
his bed was filled with toys and 
gadgets.

“They're all little souvenirs from 
different ones," he said 
They’ve 
come from al! over 
From Boston. 
New York. Flint, Mich . and all 
the towns around here like Carrier 
Mills, Carbondale. Marion, Golcon­ 
da and Ridgway. Most have come 
from little kids who have come in 
to s*e me " 
I looked up and estimated there 
were about 80 items hanging on 
the pipes by little pieces of wire 
There were toy pistols, a frog, pup 
pies, a sailboat, real baby shoe'. 
a toy squirrel, toj 
monkey and 
other items. 
There was a wooden 
chain made and given to him by 
“ Runt” Burnell, 
he said 
And 
“ Babe” Reynolds of Ledford came 
in one day and threw a rubber 
crawfish on his bed 
Charlie Cox, who has made num 
erous articles out of wood. brought 
him a man. 
woman, bird

chickens and two ducks he carved 
himself

Mr. Strader has had wonderful 
enjoyment out of his television set 
and radio although the TV set is 
out of order now 
It has been for 
a number of weeks and he hasn't 
been able to get it fixed 
A little 
over two years ago Uzzle’s gave 
him the set and Tea body 43 men 
gave $25 toward his antenna in­ 
stallation.

The withdrawal of the approxi­ 
mately 
IO American officers and 
men on Tachen was said to have 
been carried out under considera­ 
ble “difficulty.” 
The island has been subjected 
to merciless aerial attack by the 
Reds, 
and 
the Americans 
were 
said to have left after Red bombs 
knocked out their installations. 
The Americans were headed by 
an Army colonel. 
Their job was to advise island 
commander Gen. Liu Lien-Chi and 
to train Nationalist troops in the 
use of American weapons. 
The American source said Na­ 
tionalist Ambassador George Yeh 
w a s believed to have approached 
U. S. authorities in Washington for 
help in removing troops from the 
outpost island only a few miles 
off the mainland with its huge Red 
Chinese air bases.

Democrats Say 
Iks Has Power 
Ho Use Forces 


President Considers 
Asking Congress for 
Specific Approval 


WASHINGTON IP—Key congres­ 
sional Democrats said today ifs 
up to President Eisenhower and 
not Congress to decide on the use 
of U. S air and sea power to de­ 
fend Formosa and its outpo'ts 
These Democrats said Mr Eisen­ 
hower, as commander-in-chief, has 
all the authority he needs to make 
the decision. 
They 
recalled 
that President 
T rum an took ail responsibility for 
going into Korea in 1950 and did 
not call congressional leaders in 
except to report his action. 
This was the Democratic lead­ 
e r s ’ reaction to di.'closure Thurs­ 
day that the administration is con­ 
sidering asking Congress for spe 
cific approval 
to use American 
forces to protect Formosa and to 
“ cover” any ev acuation of Chinese 
Nationalist troops 
from the be­ 
leaguered Tachen Islands. 
Proposal “Leaked” 
The proposal was leaked after a 
secret Far East briefing of con­ 
gressional leaders 
conducted by 
Secretary 
of State John Footer 
Dulles and Adm 
Arthur W. Rad­ 
ford. chairm an of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff 
While objecting to the proposal 
as unnecessary, 
the 
Democrats 
m ade it clear they will give Mr 
Eisenhower their approval if he 
asks it. 
Mr Eisenhowcr apparently wants 
to m ake doubly sure he has clear 
legal and congressional authority 
before committing American ships 
and planes in any such em ergency 
action. 
Concern over the basis for such 
Am erican action has been develop­ 
ing ever since the chief executive 
faced the dangerous problem of in­ 
tervention in Indochina a year ago 
when his own party w as in control 
of Congress 
Congressional leaders were told 
privately then that Mr. Eisenhower 
was thinking about seeking author 
ization for action in the form of 
a joint resolution by beth the Sen 
ate and House 
The 
plan 
fell 
through when 
Britain balked at 
going along, and the Indochina out­ 
post of Dien Bien Phu fell 
On the legal side. Mr. Eisenhow­ 
er believes hi> authority to use the 
U S. 7th Fleet became questionable 
following conclusion of the Korean 
arm istice 
When the United States 
entered the Korean war. Mr. T ru­ 
m an simultaneously ordered 
the 
fleet to protect Formosa 
He also 
asked the Nationalist government 
to stop attacking the mainland 
This latter provision was removed 
by the Eisenhower administration 
but recently restored 


Dulles, with 
Mr 
Eisenhower’s 
approval, signed a mutual defense 
treaty 
last year with 
Formosa 
which the secretary of state has 
said would authorize tho President 
to use armed forces. 
Dulles said 
this authority “originally derived 
from the Korean war. may be tend­ 
ing to become obsolete from the 
lapse and passage of time, and the 
conclusion of the armistice in Ko­ 
re a .” The pact is awaiting Senate 
approval.

Red China has agreed to let the 
families of 17 
jailed 
Americans 
visit them in Chinese prison', the 
United Nations announced today. 
Eleven 
of the 
prisoners 
are 
American airmen jailed as “ spies,” 
two other' are civilians also held 
as spies and the four others are 
airmen shot down in separate en­ 
gagements during the Korean war 
The announcement was the first 
of any po'itive nature to emerge 
from the talks in Peiping earlier 
this month between United Nations 
Secretary General Dag H am m ar­ 
skjold and Red China’s Prem ier 
Chou En Lai 
A simultaneous an­ 
nouncement was broadcast by the 
Communist Peiping Radio. 
It raised new hope that the Reds 
intended eventually to release the 
prisoners.

would be provided by the Red Chi­ 
nese government and arrangem ents 
would be made b> the Communist

The I

issued the following 
“ note to correspondents” : “ As is 
being announced this morning from 
Peking i Peiping), P rem ier Chou 
En-Lai during his talks with Secre­ 
tary General Dag Hamm arskjold 
indicated that the government of 
people’s republic of China would 
provide facilities for relatives to 
visit those United States personnel 
who had been convicted and those 
whose cases were under investiga­ 
tion if they should wish to do so.

nouncement as the most optimistic 
indication yet that the Reds even­ 
tually would free the fliers.

House Dinners 


WASHINGTON <09 — President 
; and Mrs. Eisenhower apparently 
won’t be seeing Sen. and Mrs. Jo­ 
seph R. McCarthy this winter so­ 
cial season. 
Whether or not the McCarthys 
were excluded purposely from two 
formal dinners at the White House 
this week became a national point 
of interest Thursday. 
Mr. and Mrs. Eisenhower held a 
formal dinner for Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon and his wife on 
Tuesday night and entertained on 
Wednesday night for House Speak­ 
er Sam Rayburn. 
To these two dinners were in­ 
vited the new Democratic chair­ 
men of the top committees of the 
House and Senate, plus the ranking 
Republican members. 
As 
Washington 
protocol 
goes, 
McCarthy should have been includ­ 
ed in his role as ranking Republi­ 
can on the Senate Government Op­ 
erations Committee. 
Washington society reporters not­ 
ed that the controversial Wiscon­ 
sin senator and his wife were not 
on the guest list. 
However, the White House took 
an attitude of studied amazement 
at the mere suggestion by report 
ors the McCarthy* were “exclud­ 
ed.” 
No Comment By McCarthy 
Press Secretary James C. Hag- 
erty conceded that the McCarthys 
were not invited to the two formal 
dinners this week. but on the point 
of deliberate exclusion, 
Flagerty 
said, 
I don't check on Mr. and 
Mrs Eisenhower’* guests.” 
McCarthy, when a news account 
of tho supposed snub was read to 
him by a reporter, laughed and 
said he had no comment 
The President and Mrs. Eisen 
hewer invited the McCarthys to a 
White House congressional recep­ 
tion on Jan 14. but the McCarthys 
did not attend. 
The guest list that 
nieht approached 2.000 persons, but 
only 773 people appeared 
This is 
considerably lower than normal 
There was no indication cf any 
particular concern at the executive 
mansion today over the failure of 
the McCarthys to join the winter 
festivities. 
Hager!v was asked late Thurs­ 
day whether McCarthy was "per­ 
sona 
non 
grata 
at ’ the 
W hite 
House.” 
"I have no comment on anv oth­ 
er questions on that subject.” he 
replied.

Another paralytic is a parts ad­ 
juster. 
“These people are so conscien­ 
tious about their work,” Stern said, 
“that their

physically 
whole co-workers. 
“Not only that, hut they’re more 
conscious of hazards so they set a 
better safety record and influence 
others to do the sam e.”
